Westminster City iu Total Darkuess 
—Dykes and Bridges De- 
stroyed. 



Railway aud Telegraphic Commanica- 
tiou Still Cut Off-Scenes and 
Incidents. 



VancooveR, June 4. — (Special) — Tho 
mighty Fruaer river Hows on, dealing death 
and destruction in its courso, ever rieing 
higherand higher, and tho mountain streams, 
changed to mighty torronts, join tho devas- 
tating floods in their Juggornaut journoy to 
tho sea. ThoFraaer valley is a broad waste 
of wators, and not a dyke remains, and still 
the sad destruction to railroad property con- 
tinues. A railroud ollioial told your corres- 
pondent to-day that " the worst is yet to 
coins ; it will bo on us by tho middle of this 
wsi'W." What was meant by tho " worst " 
can only be surmised. 

The CttBt-b iund train left at o'clock this 
morning, but could not proceed within 
miles ot VVharnook, and your correspondent 
was unable to get through, tho only means 
of transit now being tho Westminster boat. 
Wharnoek station is Hooded and Wharnock 
bridge is gone. 

From the train ooo can seo nothing hut 
a wide wasto of swirling waterB, dotted 
with debris of every conceivable description. 
Muny strange odds and ends of tragedy and 
comedy are depicted in the weird panorama 
strotohing before the observer for (if ty miles. 
A little girl waa struggling in tho water in a 
big boat, und holding a pot lamb that per- 
sisted foolishly in attempting to got away 
and plunge into the water. It seemed 
miraculous that tho child could save hersolf 
and rescue hor pot in that awful hour ; all 
Shu thought oi apparently was the safety of 
her " little lamb." 

Many Btoriea of dead bodies being 
found are told, but Uok confirmation. A 
groat number of fresh disasters have been 
chronicled. 

The wagon road ausponsion bridge at 
Spuzzum has been washed away. The Pitt 
Meadows dykes have succumbed and 51),- 
000 acres uf aomu of the finest land in the 
Provinco is under water. One of the Lulu 
Island dykes has gono down, und it is feared 
tho other will go. Pitt Meadow bridgo has 
succumbed and also tho tine wooden bridge 
at North Arm. 

V\ ord comes from further eaBt that the 
ISow river haa Hooded tho railway track near 
Banff and inundated Beveral hundred acres 
of land. Mission bridgo is still standing, 
but a forco of men is kept workiDg day and 
night diverting tho huge trees irom the 
channel so that tho supports will not bo 
weakened. 

The whole situation ia very alarming, and 
tho worst has not yet been heard. Tho 
facos of the railroad otlicials Bhow tho ter- 
rible strain of sleepless nightB and constant 
working, but everybody is loud in praiso of 
their considerate conduct to the gonoral 
public and generous treatment of flood- 
bound passengers. (lueatB detained at the 
Hotel Vancouver to-Qay presented an ad- 
dress to tho C.P.B authorities, thanking 
them for their attention and kindness. 
Van Home's Contribution- 
President Van Homo has sont the fol- 
lowing dispatch to Division Superintendent 
Abbott : 

" Contribute $1,001) towards tho relief of 
sufferers along Fraser river, and let mo 
know what outside aid is likely to be re- 
quired." 

AH the wires are down to-night. Chilli- 
wuck's peoplo sailed to church in canoes yes- 
terday, anchored them to their pews, aud 
prayed God to deliver them from further 
distress from tho Hood and to "give them 
that day their dally broad." The reports 
from every direction are : " Tho water ia 
atill rising. " 

MlDN Id HT — Tho wator is falling. At Katz 
landing thero waa four inches drop to night, 
and ona inch at Mission. If it doos not 
rise to-morrow tho worst will bo over. To- 
morrow's train iB cancelled owing to trouble 
on tho line between Ruby Creek and Yale. 

ai Westminster. 

Westminster, Juno i, (10.15 p. m, 
special) — l'he water has now reached the 
electric light power Iioubo, and the city is 
in toul darkness. 

Westminster, Juno 4. — (Special.)— Tho 
flood still continues to grow in volume, and 
at full tide this morning tho river wiib 
higher opposite Westminster than in the 
memory of tho earliest white sottler. Tho 
rivor regislorod 13 feet UJ inchos above low 
water murk, being It, inches above tho high 
point of I88'J, with a velocity of six miles an 
nour. Every wharf along tho river front 
was Hooded, some of them to a depth of ten 
inches. The streets in the west end, the 
tramway lino and tho Koyal City mills 
wharves were all submerged, and tho train - 
way company was obliged to ubaudon tho 
short line. 

At Sapperton tho river is flowing through 
tho Brucotto sawmill, tho (1 jor being cover- 
ed to a depth of 14 inches. All yeatorday 
men were at work loading down the com- 
pany's wharf to keep it. from rising. 

On Saturday night Reeve Cawley arrived 
by rowbout from Chilliwack, fifty-live miles 
distant, to get steamboat assistance for the 
removal of cattle in danger of drowning by 
the overflow, l'he steamer Gladys let r at 
daybreak yesterday morning to render need- 
ed help. Tents were alao taken up for the 
shelter of those who wero driven from their 
homes to the high land. Tho steamer Erie, 
with a scow in tow, also loft yesterday 
morning to remove cattlo from Buhvor's 
landing to higher land. 

Thero was no change in tho situation re- 
ported to- day from tho up river country. 
Tho river continues to rise, and is encroach- 
ing gradually on lands heretofore untouohed. 
At, Langley this ' morning i t. was ten inchos 
about the 18.K2 mark, and hud entered tho 
Hudson's Bay Company's store, from which 
tho goods wore removed. 

At high water yesterday morning tho 
flood found iis way inside Lulu island dyke, 
firat through a break neur Scott's mill aud 
afterwards at extremo high tide over tho 
dyko itself. Tho contral portion of the 
island is under wator. 

From 5 o'clock Sunday morning until 



nightfall the whole population of Del a 
workod 

To Save the Dyke From Destruction. 

All the low places wero built up aud tho 
weak spots strengthened, and by thcBe 
prompt measures thousands of acreB wore 
saved from inundation. Church services 
wero disponsod with and the clergymen and 
their flocks worked side by sido on the 
dykoa to suvo their homes and property. 

Tho dyko surrounding Westham island 
broko at o'clock this morning on Ewon'a 
runch, indicting great damage Two hun- 
dred feet of dyke was washed out, and in 
lesa than half an hour after tho break oc- 
curred, two acres of the ranch had been 
Bwept away, leaving navigablo waters where 
a grain crop had stood a few minutes be- 
fore. Tho oniiro settlement turned out 
this morning to repair the damageB, and 
have hopes of mending the break before tho 
noxt high tido. Ewon's whole ranch is 
Hooded. 

Tho Dominion Government wharf on 
Westham island, opposite Stoveston, col- 
lapsod Saturday, the rush of waters toward 
.'ho gulf scouring out. tho filling from 
around tho piles. On tho wharf were o 
boilor, ongino and derrick, and 600 tons of 
rock, which was to bo used to anchor tho 
ttriss being laid down to improve tho 
oh annel. 

Dyko No. 2 of tho B. C. Dykirg Co., on 
Pitt Meadows', let in tho water on Saturday 
night, and dyke No. 1 did tho same yester- 
day morning at daybreak. At 10 o'clock 
tho dyke surrounding 500 acres of laud be- 
longirg to John Wilson followed suit. None 
of tho dykos broke, the wator simply rose 
and wont over the top, the inflow of courso 
cutting away some of tho ombankmontB 
afterwards. Twenty thousand acres are 
Hooded. 

J. S. Clute, inspector of customs, got home 
yesterday from Kootonay. Tho whole of 
tho bottom lauda in Kootenay are covered. 
Tho Clute says : Along tho Kootonay river 
tho country ia a vast lake, while south of 
the boundary every ranch is inundated. On 
Saturday, May 2ti, the wator waa within u 
foot of covering tho highest bottom lands and 
regardless of the river a steamboat could 
nail right across the counsry from tho head 
of Kootonay lake to ten miles south of the 
boundary, a distance of sixty miles. Tho 
railway and freight sheds at Nolson are 
shut off, and can only be roaohod by boat 
It was expected traffic on tho railwould 
would have to bo suspended, 

Ranch buildings from Revelstoko to Nak- 
usp are under water, and tho Columbia 
river is higher than over before. Tho traffic 
bridge over the Thompson river ut Aahcroft 
was Bwept away Saturday night j this 
structure cost, when built, $17,000. 

Along the Upper Fraser. 

Chilliwack, Juno 3, — (Special) — The 
continuous rieo in the river haa now estab- 
lished a now high wator mark hore, and tho 
indications are that several inches will bo 
uddtd to the flood, for snow many feet in 
depth is still in view upon the mountain 
sideB, exposed to tho fierco rayB of the sun 
which for tho past week haa ahone its 
brightest upon a Bcene of desolation un- 
paralleled iu the fair valloy of the FraEor. 
However it may rage in tho confined chan- 
nels farther north, the grand old river has 
been in placid mood hero, and haa almost 
noiselessly spread itself over the many 
miles of country on oither bank lying bo- 
low its now level. It is swiftly flowing, of 
courso, hurrying at from five to eight miles 
an hour to find the level of tho sea, which 
unfortunately is expected to be at its high- 
est with tho Bering tides of tho next foiv 
daya, making u grouler nbo in the river in- 
evitable. This, however, can do little 
further dan-age. Tho lands along 
tho bank are distinctly high or dis- 
tinctly low, only a email proportion 
being in altitude of an uncertain medium, 
aud whilo the low lands are now all covered 
the high are in safety above tho possible 
roach of tho water. The condition of affairs 
at Langloy, and at Mission, has beon de- 
scribed in former dispatchea, and irom the 
latter placo the Colonist special correspond- 
ent proceeded by tho steamer Gladys on the 
way up tho river. 

From tho Mission up, tho flood is continu- 
ous on both BideB of the river, but it was 
when Nicomen slough and island wero 
reached that tho most impressive sight yet 
seen was witnessed. Tho narrow slough ia 
now transformed into a wide rivor whose 
line is marked only by the houses and trees 
standing on either bank, for tho water main- 
tains its level as far as tho oye can reach in 
all directions. To attempt to name tho 
principal sufferers would bo useless, for oach 
rancher haa lost all that inundation can de- 
stroy, and the extent of the lose is limited 
only by tho amount of proporty tho indus- 
tfy of each individual had accumulated for 
him. Nicomen ialand iB about twelve milos 
long and from one to two miles wido. It 
was settled from end to end ; and to the 
traveller passing along tho riverat its ordin- 
ary level would appear to be a place of per- 
feat socurity, tho banka averaging perhaps 
ten feet above tho stream. 

Now All In Submerged. 

On Saturday the Gladys took off tho last 
remaining live Btock, these being oo the 
ranch of tho Worth brothers, who, having 
the highest land on the island, fancied their 
position perfectly sccuro, and thoreforo did 
not chooso to remove when thoir noighlura 
did ao a week earlier. It was neither neces- 
sary nor desirable to drive tho stock down 
to tho site of the Bteumboat landing — which 
haa for a week been out of sight — for tho 
vessol could make it quite convenient to call 
at tho barn, a milo and a half acrosB lots, 
and tho Gladys proceeded to do bo, taking 
Mr. Worth on board ua a pilot in the ubsonco 
of a ohart for the course. Tho atoamcr 
passed iu botween Mr. Baton's store and his 
shed, and thouco across a small lake ovor a 
garden patch, through a narrow avenue ot 
high trees whoso lower branches swept tho 
decks on either Bide, and thus into a great 
body ot water perhapa a milo in diameter, 
fringed with trees and with tho forsaken 
dwellings of tho ranchers whoso fields of 
growing crops lay beneath. To take aound- 
mga appeared to bo an unnecessary precau- 
tion, but the captain thought it well to 
do so, this being, us be remarked, 
the first time ho had been over the route. 
" Eight feet," " ten feet," " twelve feet," 
and " no bottom ut fourteen feet," wero tho 
Biiccossive reports of tho man with the polo. 
Finally tho steamer was tied up t: '.wo 
trees adjoining tho barn where tho luokleia 
animals had been stowed away on u plat- 
form as lofty as tho height of tho ceiling 
would permit, and they wero led out,, partly 
swimming and partly wading, for ovor the 
mound upon which the shed stood tho water 
was only botween threo and four feet deep. 

This relief trip of the Gladys wun but a 
sample of tho work undortaken by that

TYNAN'S BOOK. 



"Irish National Invincibles aud Their 
Times "—Gladstone Unhesitat- 
iug-ly Denounced, 

PlHPuix Park Murders the Revolt of 
a Nation With Parliament- 
arians as Leaders. 

Nkw York, Juno 3. — The sensational 
book upon Irish affairs written by P. J. 
Tynan, the Irish Invincible, more generally 
known aB " Number One," is entitled " Tho 
Irish National IuviuoibleB and Their Times," 
and itsapparont purposo is to prove beyond 
a doubt the connection of " Invincibles " 
with the Irish parliamentary patty. On 
the other hand it ia uBserted by some Irish- 
men that Mr. Tynan's book was written 
in order to further tho campaign of 
Lord Salisbury and the Tory party, and 
that it is simply campaign literature from 
tho Conservative camp. In fact, it is 
stated that even before tho book is finished, 
it is supposed to havo been seen by more 
than a few friends of tho author, copious ex- 
tracts from it having been made, and that 
millions of circulars calling attention to 
Tynan's book have been printed ready for 
distribution to English voters upon tho 
dissolution of Parliament. 

Tho Irish parliamentary party publiciy 
denounced the authors of tho Pnceaix park 
crimes, and in bo doing, it ia claimed by 
Mr. Tynan, they wore sailing under falBO 
colors to betr.-.y tho trusting Irish. " For 
this," says Mr. Tynan in hia introductory 
chapters, " and for the purpose of ex- 
posing their hypocrisy, this book waa un- 
dertaken. In availing the policy and 
action of the Invincibles these false par- 
liamentarians, thaao false politicians, are 
heaping mountains of infamy on their own 
memories." It is claimed that the hook 
proves in the first place that the assertions 
of the Lorjdon Times which resulted in the 
Parnell trial wero not only absolutely truo 
as far as they went, but that they might 
havo gono to a farthor length thau they did 
and still havo beon correct.

Ho says that "Irishmen 
will nevor gain tho respect of mankind whilo 
their political warfare is so conducted. " 

In fact, it is claimed by Tynan that tho 
agitation which produced the Phoenix park 
murdors, the wholoaalo aaaasdnations 
throughout Ireland and the dynamite out- 
rages were actually the revolt of a nation, 
with tho prominent members of the Irish 
parliamentary party as leaders, and not tho 
desperate tlfort of a few fanatica to win 
notoriety for themselves. Tynun'd book 
is supposed to reveal tho methods 
and workings of what is known aB 
tho "inner circle," as its author was tho 
trusted leador of tho whole campaign. The 
Phreai* park murders were, it is asserted, 
doliberutoly plannod by him, and wero in- 
tondod as an offsot to the imprisonment of 
his cliiefluiu, Parnell, in an English prison. 
He was empowered, however, on behalf of 
the organization of Irish Independents, for 
which it is claimed all the Irish would vote 
if freo from the trammels of foreign rule und 
its hlaating influences.

RISING IN COKEA.~~~ 



An ludig-uaut Populace Murders a 
Tyrannical Governor aud Other 
Public OflMals. 

Lives of Foreigners in Imminent Dan- 
ger—The Revolution Directed 
Against Americana. 



San FRANCISCO, Juno -1. — Meagre dotails 
of tho uprising in Korea havo been brought 
by tho steamer City of Sydney, which ar- 
rivod from tho Orient this morning. The 
people of tho town of Dainezan in tho Pro- 
vince of Kinkaiful, indignant at tho gov- 
ernor's tyranny, first roao in revolt and 
their examplo was followed by other towDS. 
Thoir forces soon numbered nearly eight 
thousand. At latest accounts tho insur- 
gents had put the governor and thirty-four 
other peraons, including officials, to death, 
and were marching upon Seoul. A force of 
soldiers havo boon sent to moot them. It ia 
understood that the U. S. steamer Balti- 
more, now at Nagasaki, Japan, will be 
ordered to tho scene. 

Washington, June 3. — Tho Korean 
legation havo received a message from tho 
King's palace at Seoul stating that the 
rebelB had gained posaeBsion of Chunlato, 
tho southern and chief of tho eight provinoea 
of tho kingdom, that tho liveB of all 
foreigners wore in danger and that the 
presence of a United Stales warship to pro- 
toot Amoricous was urgontly requested. 
Tho officials at tho legation immediately 
presented tho factB to Secretary Greaham in 
a friendly manner and impressed him with 
the importanco of prompt action. They ex- 
plained that there were botwecn threo 
hundred and four hundred Americans in tho 
southern provinces of Koroa and that tho 
revolution was directed againat them. 
Ordora were at once sent by the naval de- 
partment to tho United States ship Balti- 
more at Nagasaki, Japan, to sail at once for 
Chemulpo, Koroa, to protect American in- 
terests there. It will take forty-eight hours 
for the Baltimore to reach Chemulpo.

Service in Westminster Abbey-Dis- 
course by the Lord Bishop 
of London. 



London, June 4. — This morning, in West 
minster Abboy, tho services attendant on 
the opening of ihe grand Jubilee convention 
of the Vouoi; Men's Christian Association 
attracted great crowds. Admission was by 
ticket. Tho interest in the event was extra- 
ordinary, not alone on account of tho high 
importance of tho occasion but because it 
wis the first time that the Abbey had been 
used for euch a servioo. Prior to tho core- 
monieu many of the doli'g itt s assembled at 
Exeter hall, whenco tlipy in 'rolled via the 
Strand to Charing Croas and thonco through 
Whitehall ; other? took ,'„„ Westminster 
embankment via Viooriu bridge. 

The Uui 1 od States contingent was ono of 
the fi:Bt to arrive, being escorted to seats on 
tho right of the centre aisle immediately 
fronting the leoteme. The dolegar.ion . vv.«8 
headed by ex-Postmastor-General Wana- 
maker, and Hon. Morris K. Jessup. Across 
the aielo wero seated tho delegates from 
(Jreat Britain. Behind them sat the dele- 
gation from Sweden, headed by Pi ioco 
Odcar Bornadutto, while tho Germi'i dele- 
gation, headed by Count BerustoifT, kopt 
company with their brothron from America. 
The delegations from Franco, Italy, Switzer- 
land and other countries wero ranged in the 
&t te aisles, u white ribbon separating the 
f otious reserved for delegates from that 
allotted to invited guests. The venerablo 
founder of tho organization, Georgo Wil- 
liams, sat with tho American delegation, 
while General Secrotary Putterill, of Eug- 
land ; General Hon. Paola Goyamony, of 
Rome, Secretary Walsh, of New South 
Wales, and Emile Durand, of Belgium, sat 
in the front seats of tho English dolegition. 

Within the ultar rail, clad in white vost- 
ments, wero more than fifty clergymen of 
the established Church of England. Among 
them were Dean Granville Bradley, Arch- 
deacon Frederick W. Farrar, Very Rov. 
erend Robert Gregory, dean of St. Paul's 
Cathedral ; Canon Archbishop Sinclair, 
Right Rsverond Alfred Eirle, bishop 
BuflYagan ; and Canon Duckworth. 
When the procession of prieats had reuched 
the sanctuary regular morning service of 
tho Episcopal church was commenced. The 
leBaon waa read by Archdeacon Sinclair, 
while Bishop William Boyd Curpenttr, ot 
R pon, olfe-red tho closing prayer. Tho 
musical portions of the service were ren- 
dered by tho full choir of tho Abboy, Dr. 
Bridge presiding at tho organ The sermon 
was preached by the Bishop of London and 
Provincial Dean of Canterbury, who re- 
viewed the origin and development of the 
Young Men's Christian Association, and 
made Bpecial allusions to tho manner iu 
which it had ramifications in foreign coun- 
tries, especially the United States. At the 
conclusion of the sermon the doxology was 
sung and the service ended with tho pro- 
nouncing of tho benediction. 

The formal opening of the business ses- 
sions of tho congress took place in Exeter 
Hall this afternoon. AddroBses of woleome 
were delivered in English, French, German 
and Italian by the Rt. Rev. Wm. M. Sin- 
clair, Archdeacon of London, and responses 
were made in behalf of oach of tho visiting 
delegations. Not one of tho live thousand 
chairs and bench seats in Exeter Hall were 
unoccupied. From nine to ten o'clock there 
was a devotional service. Ono hour was 
occupied in tho nominations for delegates 
and membors of the various committees. A 
debate on tho necessity of the presenco 
and power of the holy spirit in the asso- 
ciations and in their work was inaugurated. 
Pev. Prebendary Webb Peploe, of London, 
epoko for tho English speaking dolegatos, 
Rev. Goorgo Appia, of Paris, France, und 
W. H. Crummacher, of Berlin, for Ger- 
many. The central international commit- 
tee presented an extended report, whioh 
was followed by short reports from tho 
national committees of the different coun- 
tries represented. Four special trains on 
tho Groat Western railway have been en- 
gaged to take the delegates and their friond« 
to Windsor Castle on Thursday. 



COLORADO FLOODS. 

General Destruction Caused by tho Raging 
Torrents— Numerous Towns 
Wiped Out. 

Djinvek, Juno 4. — Tho Platte rivor con- 
tinued to rise until ;i a.m. Friday, and 
a raging torrent rushed through tho city. 
In Jerome Park, Colfax and tho river 
bottoms in the city, 350 families were 
comp. lb <"' to 11 e to higher ground. 
U.ii- Ijj) >vao drowned. The ombank- 
nient and railroad tracks havo been 
wabhed away i:> several places. The 
damage was not heavy, but tho inconveni- 
ence is great. It will be Beveral doys before 
trains can run on Buhedulo time. There are 
BeriouB waBhouts of the Rio Graudo and 
Santa Fo roads. Thirty mile9 of the South 
Park road iu tho Platte and Santa Fe roada 
canyon are inundated. Tho loss to rail- 
roads is the heaviest experienced in this 
state. Fivo hundred families havo been 
made homeless by tho flood in und around 
Denver. th'er 100 persons havo applied to 
tho county commissioners for uid. 

BOULDER, Col., June I — Tho pipo fac- 
tory, Geo houBCB, tho ruilroud track and 
all the i i f y and railroad bridges have been 
waBhed vay by the flood in Boulder 
oreek I'overty fl»ta are submerged. 
The Grisman and Salina mining camps in 
Bouldor canyon are wiped out oi existence. 
They had a population of about '10G. No 
liveB wero lost Many placer minoa are 
ruinod. Tho loss in and around Kuulder is 
estimated at $.500,000. Fifty bridges be- 
tweon hero and tho mountains have been 
carried away. Tho towns of Copper Rock 
and Sugir Loaf aro gone, the Prussian and 
Coming mills Hooded, and six of their out- 
buildings swept down the canyon. Spring- 
dale and .Jamestown suffered greatly, but no 
particulars can be had except that tho 
Springdale hotel is in ruins. Several other 
small towns at tho canyon havo been partly 
destroyed, but nothing definite regarding 
tho lo-ses can be bad until communication 
with tiles'! districts h»s l)«en re-established. 

Lokohont, Col. , June 4 — All the crops 
in tho St. Vrain valley, ono of the richest 
grain regions iu tho State, havo been des- 
troyed. Tho Iobb is very heavy.

Exports of wheat (Hour includ- 
ed) from both coasts ( f the United States 
and Canada amounted to 2.400,000 bushels 
this week, aguinst 2,310,000 bushels last 
week, 3.253,000 the last week of May, 1803, 
2,891.000 bushels in tho like period of 1892, 
and 2,597,0(10 in 1891.

URCENTLY RE'jUIRED. 

It is too soon to form an accurato estimate 
of the damage done by tho Hoods, but it is 
known that a large extent of country has 
been devastated aud that a groat many set- 
tlers have lost nearly all that they possessed. 
There are in the valley of the Fraaer to-day 
men, women and children in want of tho 
nocossaries of life, and also maDy animala 
that are suffering for want of food. The 
wanta of both human beingB and dumb 
creatures should bo aupplied at onco. The 
Government ia doing what it can to relieve 
the distrained, but it cannot bo expected to 
do everything that may be required. Its 
promptitude and its activity should not pre- 
vent private citizens doing what they can to 
provide those who are without food 
and shelter, aud moat* likely clothing, 
with what they urgently need. It 
should be remembered that tho homeless 
people will need help for some time to come. 
Tho fbod th.it haa driven them from their 
ranches has not ouly mado their spring's 
labor on their farms unavailing, but has de- 
stroyed the provisions laid up for summer's 
use. 

Struggling settler:) in a now country havo 
seldom money laid by. Their solo depend" 
■ence for subsistence for the year is on what 
is left of last year's crop and what they have 
put into the ground. But both the stored 
provibiona and the growing crops have been 
destroyed, and in very many cases the 
dwelling home und all that it contained 
have been carried away by tho Hood. A 
very great deal must ho dono before tho 
desolated district is habitable again. The 
preaont wanta of the poor people Bnoulil be 
supplied at the earliest possible moment, aud 
something should he done to help them get 
over the year and more of privation and 
trial that is before thein. We havo no doubt 
that tho inhulntanta of other p.irta of the 
Dominion will cheerfully do something to 
uaaist them, and that their kindrod and 
fellow .subjects in tho Mother Land will 
help to sot them on their feet ugain. 



A NEW PLANK. 

Tho News-Ad vortiser ia still engaged in 
platform making. " Tho Financial Plunk" 
is tho titlo of lta Sunday's editorial. Tho 
render who wants to find tho plank will 
search for it in vain. Tho article conBiate 
of some stale and exceedingly foolish criti- 
cisms of tho Government's policy, and a 
fow suggestions as to how tho book-keeping 
of the Government can be improved. We 
need not tell our roadors that a change in 
tho method of keeping tho Government's 
accounts ia a very different thing indeod 
from a chango in tho Government's financial 
policy. All tho ohuugos that tho News- 
Advertisor suggests could bo mado and yot 
the Government that mado thorn might 
pursue a polioy utterly ruinous to 
the Province. The Advertiaor nood 
not bo reminded that tho most ini- 
quitous transactions may bo concealed 
under the eutrios of a set of books that are 
to all appearance faultleBaly kept. If our 
contemporary haa no more improvements on 
tho financial policy of the Government to 
Buggest than are contained in its " financial 
pLnk " artiolo, wo must conoludo that tho 
Government has mudo a good uso of tho 
pooplo'a monoy. So vague and indefinite aro 
tho statements of tho chiof organ of tho Op- 
position that wo uro compelled to concludo 



SMART RUT DISHONEST. 

The Westminster corroapoudout of tho 
Times telegraphed on Saturday : " Thomas 
Cunningham camo down from Dowdnoy to- 
day. He went up on Tuesday and took in 
all tho Hooded district. He blamoa tho 
(iovernment for not rendering more prompt 
asaiBtauco. If thia had been dono at once 
much more property might havo been saved." 
This turns out to bo a most unscrupulous 
but rathor ingonioua distortion of Mr. Cun- 
ningham's language. What he did say was 
that tho Dominion (Iovernment steamer 
Sampson ought to havo been sont uptho river. 
Tho Times reporter no doubt understood 
Mr. Cunningham perfectly well, but ho took 
caro to word bis telegram bo that thoao who 
road it would naturally concludo that the 
" (Iovernment " alluded to was tho Provin- 
cial Government. This ia a small matter, 
Boine may think, but it ia upon little trickB 
like thia that tho Opposition mainly depend 
for succeBS. Tho Government were falsely 
accused of being tardy in Bonding asBistanco 
to tho suftorera, and Mr. Cunningham was 
most unscrupulously mado to givo tho ap- 
pearance of truth to this accusation. 

DR. MILNE'S CARD. 

Dr. Milne's card is not a very formidable 
oampaign document. Part of it is an ap- 
proval of tho policy of the Government, and 
part of it is roally a condemnation of his 
own aots aa a legislator. Ho informs the 
public that the land laws of tho Province 
have been improved since the present Gov- 
ernment camo into power. Tho credit of 
thia improvement is of course duo tho Gov- 
ernment that mado it. The Doctor says that 
ho approves of what has been dono. ThiB is 
very amiable of him, for there are persona 
in tho ranka of tho Opposition who will not 
admit that tho Government ever did good, 
or tried to do good. 

Dr. Milne, wo aro glad to Bee, approves of 
tho Government's policy in surveying the 
wild lands of tho Province and in making 
new roads to facilitate settlement. Horo 
again he shows that he knows how to appre- 
ciate a good thing. Ho suggoats that there 
is more of thia work of surveying and road- 
making to be done. Tho Government ia, no 
doubt, of thia opinion, and will continuo to 
do all that Hob in its power to open up the 
country and to make its beBt landB avail- 
able for sottlemeut. Tho improvements 
which tho Government has mudo in the 
School Law meet with the approbation of 
Dr. Milne, and he ia in favor of ita going 
further in the aatne direction. We have no 
doubt that the Government, when tho right 
time comes, will do its best to oblige him. 
Wo aro delighted to see thut so far there 
ia nr. difference of opinion between Dr. 
Milne and tho Government of the Province. 

" Tho railway policy of the (iovernment," 
tho Doctor Bays, " has uot been a business- 
like one," und he instances the grant to tho 
Ksquimalt & Nanaimo Railway and tho 
Nakusp it Slooan deal. Tho present Gov- 
ernment, as ho very well knows, had 
nothing to do with tho grant to 
the Esquimalt and Nanaimo Bail- 
way, and ho eoems to forgot that 
tho grant was a very considerable improve- 
ment on the one which waa made by the 
party to which ho belongs, led by 
the gentleman to whom ho has so 
loyally adhered — wo mean tho Hon. Robert 
Beaven. The Doctor seems to forget that 
he voted for a Nakusp & Slooun deal which 
was not nearly aa profitable to tho Province 
as the ono which ho now condemns. ThiB 
is not our opinion only, but that of Chiof 
Justice Begbie and Judge Burbidgo, who as 
a Royal Commission inquired into tho 
mutter. So that ho must see that as ho 
approved und votod for tho leas favorable 
urrangemont, ho condemns his own uot. 

Dr. Milno tells tho public ho ia opposed 
to appropriations by apecial warrant with- 
out their being tirat submitted to tho 
Legislature. Does ho not boo that in that 
case they would not be special warrants at 
all. For fear that some of our readers 
may think that wo are misrepresenting Dr. 
Milne wo will quoto the words of his uddresa. 
Hero they are : 

" I urn opposed to tho oxocutivo uaing ita 
power to make largo appropriations of money 
by apecial warrunt for roads, etroots, bridges 
and public works without submitting such 
to the Legislature" 

Thore are, as Dr. Milno boob, occaaiona on 
whioh tho Government must mako appro- 
priations by special wurrunt or subject tho 
pooplo to very groat inconvenience. How, 
for instance, aro the roads thut havo been 
ruined by the present flood and tho bridgoa 
that havo been washed away to bo ropairod 
and replaced in any other way. Ho auroly 
would not bo opposed to nuking tho rouds 
in tho flooded diatrict passable us Boon us 
possible after tho waters havo subsid- 
ed. Ho would not bo so unreasonable as 
to compel tho unfortunato pooplo to wait 
until uftor tho meeting of tho Legislature. 

Tho Doctor complimentB the elootorB by 
telling them that he does not believo in 



bribing them with their own money, and 
winds up with a very graceful flourish 
about Chinese labor and tho neceaaity of 
employing residents of the Province, instead 
of non-roaidonts and foreigoerB, in tho pro- 
secution of contracts let by tho Govern- 
ment. Tho discerning reudor, after ho has 
read Dr. Milne'a card a little carefully, will 
wonder what his principles are und why it 
is he opposea the Government. 

A SHREWD ESTIMATE. 

Mr. J.C&stoll Hopkins, a Canadian writer, 
in an articlo of much more than avorugo 
merit in tho May uumbor of tho Westmins- 
ter Roviow, gives tho following estimate of 
Mr. Gold win Smith as a writer: 

"Mr. Goldwin Smith in a word is a great 
writer, a brilliunt controversalist, a muster 
of style, eurcaam and invoctivo; a smoulder- 
ing volcano of personal animosities. Ho has 
dono good service to English literature 
wherever tho ICuglish language ia spoken, 
and has honestly tried to benefit the English 
raco by political preachment and interna- 
tional advooiey. Yot it would seem aa it he 
had done more harm thun good. Tho idoul 
and basis of continental union should 
be ponce and harmony between 
all branches of the raco. But his denuncia- 
tion of tho Irish in America hus increused 
their bitterness oguinst Grout Britain and 
promoted similur feelings in England. 
Vohement abuae of tho British Tory parly 
and aristocracy haa delighted tho American 
tuil twiator, but hus hardly aided inter- 
national friendliness. Minimising the 
bonetito of British connection in Canada 
may have decreased affection towards Fug- 
land ; hut pictures of corruption and mis- 
governmont in the United States havo not 
promoted annexation sentiment in tho Do- 
minion. Wholesale denunciation of alleged 
Canadian corruption in England muy have 
diminished some desire to subsidise a Cana- 
dian-Australian cable ; but it ia a little diffi- 
cult to see the good it would do every one 
concernod, were he even entirely successful in 
that end. . . . He will bo remembered, 
not as a national prophet crying in the 
wildorn<"BB before tho duwn of u now und » 
hotter ora, but aa a light shining with 
fitful brilliance and somttimes boleful in- 
tensity in the literature of tho Englieh- 
apeaking world during a transition period of 
its international development "

fcud yesterday teoit pontftaiuU of the schoon- 
ers. The notice which tho Collector' 
coived readB as follows • " 1 bog to inform 
you that the sealing ^choonors named below 
woro seized on tho 'dates opecified for seal- 
ing in contravention of tho Behring Boa 
award act of parliament.

TUB " MINNIE" IN PORT. 
Ono of the ahortest and moat eventful 
oruiaes of tho season ia that just completed 
by tho schooner Minnie, which arrived in 
port on Sunday. Owing to her aoizure last 
year she was not freo to leave here until 
about two months ago, and taking this into 
consideration, with tho fact, also that the 
weather experienced up to the 13th of M<y 
last was principally snow storms, the 
schooner made a good catch, bringing home 
■INS akius. In ono of tho anow storms in 
tho early part of tho voyage, tho cook nearly 
lost his life, through being badly frtzm.

her. There waa a stiff breeze, and through 
aoma misunderstanding or mismanagement, 
a collision occurred which carried away tho 
Minnie's jib boom, bob stay, forestay Bail, 
lanyards and shrouda of the forertggirg, 
and ono of the tnsin rigging.

Formally Committed for Trial— His 
Cane Will Probably Bo Heard 
Tbis Term. 



Some of the Strougr Language Wbieh 
Was Used in Connection Witb 
the Case. 



The ease of Richard Morrioon, M. D. , 
charged with oriuiiual libel, passed out of 
the police court yesterday, the accused be 
ing formally committed for trial at the first 
court of competent jurisdiction, which it is 
expected will be tho Awsize court now sit- 
ting. Au arlj mrnnient had been taken on 
tho closing of i ho case for tho Crown, Fri- 
day, to enable Mr. Helmoken (for tho de- 
fence^ to decide aB to whether ho would 
call witnesses on the doc tot's behalf or 
reserve eia eltfence. The caso being called 
yesterday, at the morning sitting of the 
court, counsel for the delence announeod 
that he would present testimony, aud a 
further eniai gement until afternoon was 
taken by the suggestion of the court. Mr. 
Helmcken then re-called for further cross- 
examination, Mr. A. MoAfto, to whom the 
alleged libellous wrapper had been ad- 
dressed. The questions were all in refer- 
once to a meeting of L. O L. No. 1,426, 
held on tho evening of tho 12th January. 

" I remember the meeting held in Tem- 
perance hall early in January," said Mr. 
McAfee. " Very p'lasibly it was on the 
it.' h of Janutry, 1 admit having passed 
some ho', words with the accused on that 
occasion when I occupied tho chair. After 
the meetieg I believe I did tako oil my 
overcoat, intending to strike him. I didn't 
remove my under coat, or oiler so to do. 
All the members, or a number of thorn, were 
Standing about. I helievo I called Dr. 

Morrison a black-hearted son of a . I 

stopped there and didn't finish my sen- 
tence. 1 ilo not remember having declared 
that I would run I)r Morrison out of town. 
I don't remember baviug made such a threat 
in Johu Dram's saloon early in April or at 
any other time. " 

To Mr. Arthur Davey : " Tho cause of 
my having used the linguugo I did to Dr. 
Morrison at, the meeting in tho Temperance 
hall was his insinuation that my father was 
a lunatic. He said that, and ho said that he 
(Dr. Moriisoi ) was working for the gondof tho 
Orange order when I was running ubiuc tho 
bogs of Ireland. The accused had used 
abusive language to mo all through the 
meeting, which f, being in tho chair, could 
not ren'y to. Wo were both a little ex- 
cited.'' 

No other witnesses were called, Mr. 
Helmcken explaining that it would be un- 
neceeia y. He had intended calling several 
who were present at tho scene in Temper- 
ance hall, but as Mr. McAfee admitted what 
he (Mr Helmcken) had proposed to prove, 
to call further evidence would bo but to oc- 
cupy the time of the court. Tho charge, 
he held, was one which should never have 
been brought into court ; it was certainly 
one which would fall to the ground when 
presented for the consideration of a jury. 
Thoro v. ere, first of all, numerous discrep- 
ancies of detail ; then there was tho evi- 
dence of Mr. Coltart as to tho handwriting, 
which like all other expert testimony, waa to 
beregardod with suspicion; and agaiu, there 
was no evidence to show that the G. Camp- 
bell referred to on the envelopes aud wrap- 
pers in question v/us, or was intended to re- 
fer to, Stephen Graham Campbell, the com- 
plainant. There was, in fact, not a scin- 
tilla cf evidence to justify tho case being 
sent, to a jury 

Mr. D>vey (sotto voce) — " Oh !" 
His Honor — " You must restrain your 
youthful ardor, Mr. Davey. I don't blamo 
you for feeling tho keenest interest in your 
case, but yr.u must, bo careful and not put 
Mr. Helmcken out. " 

Mr. Helmcken assured the court that he 
waa not at all put out by his learned friend's 
interjection, and continued that if ho felt it 
necessary he would put Dr. Morrison him- 
self in tho box to disclose his defence. He 
did not think it would he necessary, how- 
ever, aud would thoreforo ask that the in- 
formation be dismissed. 

Mr. Davey in reply expressed himself as 
convinced that a prima facie case had been 
clearly established — in fact it was such a 
case in his opinion as a jury would not 
only deem worthy of trial, but would 
convict upon. There was tho quarrel be- 
tween Dr. Morrison and the complainant ; 
Morrison's insulting remark to Camp- 
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bell as the latter was talking with his 
friends, "How's Campbell tho blackmailer ?" 
and the letters arjd wrappers produced, 
which expert testimony had shown were all 
in the tune handwriting, that of Dr. Mor- 
rison, undiiguised and natural. In fact, he 
had not attniip'ed to deny tho authorship 
of the documents, and that tho words were 
libellous and defamatory any intelligent 
man would decide. There could be no doubt, 
that the complainant was the G. Campbell 
meant, and the passugo of tho documents 
through the hands of the post oilico clerks, 
of Mr. .'esse and of Mr. McAfee, surely 
was to be considered publication of the 
libel. 

His Honor, in announcing his decision, 
3aid that, his duty was not to try tho caRe, 
but\o determine ( 1 ) if the words used ure 
to bo considered libellous, and (•_') if, in such 
event, their publication has been sufficiently 
brougnr hone to tho defendant to justify 
tho sending of tho case to a jury for trial. 
Ho would reply affirmatively to both, and 
commit the accused for trial at the first 
court of competent, criminal jurisdiction, 
bail being accepted in tho sum of S'2,000. 
Tho surety is the same as boforo, and an ef- 
fort will he inido to have tho case brought 
on for triil at tho present assizes.

To amend the Health By Law, 1893. 

The Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria enacts as follows; 

1. Soction It) of tho Health By law, ISM, is 
hereby repealed and tho following section is 
hereby enacted in substitution therefor: 

"16; Whenovor tho Medical Health Officer 
bolievcs or suspects that any person within, or 
arriving, or coming within the U nits of th" 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria. Is, or has 
lately been exposed to infection, or t hat hla or 
her clothing, or other efforts contain, or have 
been exposed to, infection, or ha*, or have como 
from abroad or some othor place in wi icb any 
contagious or infectious disoate is. or ho has 
reason to believe is endemic or epidemic, the 
said Medical lloalih Oillcor may cause any 
such person, his or her clothing and effects to 
bo removed to a sep irate horse cr otherwise 
isolate him or her, and may stop, detain and 
examine any such person, his or hor o'othing 
anil other effects until, in the opinion of Lho 
Medical Health Officer, tho period of incuba- 
tion of tho said contagious or infectious dis- 
ease shall have boi-n complolod, and tho said 
Medical Health Officer may disinfect or cause 
to be disinfected, at such place and in such 
manner as ho may consider most convenient 
aud benello al to tho presoivatlon of public 
health, an} such person, 1 is or her clothing and 
etbicta."

A BY-LAW 

For Regulating the Supply of Water 
by the City Water Works, and Fix- 
ing the Rates to be Paid Tnerefor. 

Whereas by tho Corporation of Victoria 
Water Works Act. 1873. the Municipal Coun- 
cil of tho City of Victoria aro authorized and 
empowered to make such by laws as to them 
shall seem requisite and necessary for (Inter 
alia) prohibiting tho soiling, disposing, giving 
away, neglect or waste of water supplied 
by the Water Works, and for regulating 
tho timo, manner, oxtent and nature of lho 
supply by tho aaid works, tho tenements or 
parties to which and to whom tho same shall 
bo furnished, tho price or prices to be exacted 
therefor, and each and every other matter or 
thing relating to or connected therewith which 
it may bo necessary or piopcr to direct, regu- 
late or determine for issuing to the inhabitants 
of the city a continued and abundant supply 
of pure and wholesome wator. 

And whereas it la deemed expedient to ro. 
peal tho existing by-laws relating to tho mat- 
ters aforesaid, and to iimoiid and ro-enaot tho 
same. 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts as 
follows : 

1. Tho Waterworks Prohibition By law, 187", 
Tho Wator Works Regulation By-law. 1885, and 
Tho Water Rato By-law, 1892, aro hereby sev- 
erally and respectively ropoalod tnd tho fol- 
lowing By-law substituted therefor: 

2. It shall not bo lawful for any person, being 
the occuptnt, tenant or inmate of any house, 
or otherwise supplied with water from tho 
Wator Works of tho City of Victoria to vend, 
sell or dispose of such wator. or (five it away to 
any person or persons whomsoever, unless in 
case of actual necessity, or permit it to ho taken 
or carried away by any person or persons 
whomsoever, or to use or apply It to tho ubo or 
benefit of others, or to any othor than to his, 
her or their own use and bonellt, or to increase 
the supply of water agreed for with tho Water 
Commissioner, or to wrongfully neglect orim. 
properly waste such water. 

3. That any person or persons guilty of an in- 
fraction, of any of tho provisions of tho last pre' 
coding section shall, upon conviction before 
any justice of tho peace before whom any pro. 
cotilings may bo liken for tho enforcement 
thereof, on the oath or affirmation of any cred- 
ible witness, forfeit and pay, at tho discretion 
of tho said justice convicting, a penalty not ox- 
eroding one hundred dollars for each oironco, 
together with l ho cost of such prosecution, or 
shall bo imprisoned, at tho disorotiou of the 
said iustice con\ictlng, for a term not exceed, 
iog throe calander months, with or without 
hard labor, and in default of payment of said 
lino and coats forthwith it shall and may be 
lawful for tho justice convicting ns afore- 
said to issue a warrnn. under his hard and 
seal, to levy tho said penalty and costs, or costs 
only by distri ss and salo of the offender's, or 
offenders' goods and chattels; and in caso of 
no 6ufflclont diBtrcss to satisfy the said penalty 
and costs, it shall, and may bo lawful for tho 
justlco convicting ns aforesaid, to commit the 
offender or offenders to prison for any period 
not exceeding three calendar months unless 
the said penalty and coats be fopner paid. 

4. The owner or occupier of each huildtbg 
using lh- wator of the said Water Works 
shall, at his own expense lay down and pro- 
vide, and at all times maintain and keep in 
good condition, all the pipes and apparatus 
upon his premises or for his use, of tho d^scrlp 
tiou, and subject to tho rules following, 
namely: such pipes shall be anti-corrosive and 
laid to a depth of not loss than sixteen inches 
below lho surfaco of tho ground, and bo provi- 
ded with a sufficient number of stop and waste 
20cks. with handles placod above the surface 
of the ground, by which t ho water can be phut 
oH'andall pipes exposed to frost drained dry 
when required ; and no consumer shall run, or 
allow lo tun, ivtikr to waste either to prevent 
pipes from bursting by frost or otherwise. 

5. Tho drawing (bib) stop and h ill cocks shall 
be strong and of hard brass, and of tho kind 
known as compression cocks, or such other 
kind as may be sanctioned by tho Water Com- 
iiissioneror City Engineer, and, in coin is of 
houses and other exposed places, shall bo pro- 
tected by a casing made to opon with a key 
and kept locked. 

G. Every cistern supplied from the aaid 
Water Works must bo absolutely watertight, 
and provided with a bull cock aud proper 
moans of access and Inspection and must not 
have an ovo- flaw or waste pipo unless the 
same ia construct d to the Batlif Lotion of tho 
Wator Commissioner or City Engineer. 

7. Every water closet supplied from lho aaid 
Water Works must bop oviibd with a full and 
complete apparatus, with proper valves 80 
arranged lo let down not more than ono boot or 
division full of water at each pull and to pro- 
vor.t the water from running to waste by inat- 
tention or neglect, and a proper basin, scatter. 
or, weighted lever, pan, trap and other appli- 
ances needful to prevent such water closet from 
becoming a nuisance and inducing an undue 
consumption of wator ; and the valves must ho 
worked oy brass or copper wires. Every self- 
acting or pull-down waier closet must bo of a 
deacilptlon approved ly the Water Commis- 
sioner or City Engineer. Tho don bio valve ser- 
vice boxes must bo provided with a ball tap of 
tho approved kind, half as Inoh In diameter. 
No water pipe shall communicate with a closet 
otherwise than with tho cistern or service box 
and ho as to prevent tlio return of foul air or 
impure mat tor into the pipes of the said Water 
Works and no water pipo shall communicate 
directly with any urinal or slop hoppor. 

8. No wator pipo must bo laid through, in, or 
Into any slough, drain, ashpit, manure holo or 
other place from which, in tho ovont of decay 
or in iury to such pipo, lho wator of tho said 
Water Works might becomo foul or escape 
without observation or without Injury to tho 
consumer. Where uny such slough, drain, ash- 
pit, manure holo, or other place shall bo in tho 
unavoidable course of tho wator pipe, such 
pipo shall bo passed through an oxterlor cast 
iron pipo or box of sufilciont length nnd 
strength to afford duo protection to tho wator 
pipo and to bring any leakago or waste within 
tho means of easy detection. 

9. No pipo or apparatus shall be connected 
with tho said Water Works until it has beon 
inspected by tho oroper officer of lho sold 
Wator Works and corlilled by him to bo In 
accordanco with tho Water Works regulations. 

10. Every water motor must (unions other- 
wise specially agreed) bo provided with a 
Boparato inlot pipo leading from tho main or 
othor pipo of tho said Water Works upon 
which inlet pipo no stop cock or other outlot 
loading to or connected with tho premises for 
lho supply of which tuch motor is fixed Hhall 
bo attached. 

11. No plumber or other workman shall ho 
allowed to do or porform any work connected 
with tho supply of water from tho aaid Water 
Works until ho shall havo been admitted, en- 
rolled, and published by the Water Commis- 
sioner as au authorized Water Works plumber 



and shall havo entered into a written engage- 
ment to conform to nnd comply with 
tho bylaws, rules and regulations 
of tho ssid Corporation in relation to 
tho construction and management of the works 
and fittings to which such by-laws, luleaand 
regulations shall from timo to timo apply ; and 
any master plumbor whoso name has not been 
erased, na hereinafter provided, shall, on ex- 
pressing his wi'lingneaa to comply with such 
by-laws, rules, nnd regulations, bo admitted 
immediately on signing an undertaking to that 
effect, and if at any timo afterwards any such 
plumbor shall willuily broak orovado any such 
by-laws, mles or regulations, either by 
hiinsulf or any of his workmen or 
shall re f U30 to communicate any information 
roqulred of him in regard to any work done by 
him or any of his workmen, or underhis super- 
intendence, or on bis responsibility, the 
Water Commissioner shall causo his name to 
bo erased from lho li t of authorized plumbers, 
and such name thill bo f jrthw.th advertised 
as having been struck oil'. 

12 Until otherwise ordered by the Water 
Commissioner by notice to be published seven 
days heforo taking effect, from the loth day of 
April to lho loth day of September, both inclu- 
sive, in e \ch year, no consumer of I ho w itor cf 
tho said Water Works shall use such wator for 
irrigating except on tho rospeotlvo days here- 
inafter mentioned, vb. : 

In tho North Ward, on Mondays and Thurs- 
days. 

In the Centre Ward, on Tuesdays and Fri- 
days ; and 

In tho South Ward, on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. 

13. In every ease in which a building or block 
of buildings occupiod under two or moro 
separate tonanclea, each of such tenancies 
shall, for tho purpose of this by-law. bo con- 
Id ored as a separate building, and shall not bo 
supplied with tho wator of tho said Water 
Works excopt by moans of a separate pipo laid 
from tho outer edge of Thu sidewalk, with a 
proper stop-cock ; but an office or room, or Hat 
of offices or rooms, not being on the main floor 
of a building, shall not bo considered] as a 
separate tenancy. 

.1. Any person or persons vacating any 
premises th it hive beon supplied with water 
from the ci'.y main, or who may wish to dis- 
continue tho uuo thereof for a poriod of notless 
than ono month, must give one wook'd notico 
of the same to thi Commissioner in writing, 
otherwise such person or persons will be liable 
for lho rent thoiocf, 

15. Upon tho rocolpt of an application from 
the owner or occupant of any promises for tho 
Introduction of water, the sorvioe pipe will be 
provided and laid by tho City from tho main to 
the lino of the street, for whh-h tho following 
charges will be made, payable in advacco :

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate IHawkers and Peddlers. 

WHEREAS, in aocordanco with the provi- 
sions of tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amonda- 
tory Acts thereto, tho Council is empowered to 
mako, alter and repoal bj-laws inter alia to 
license, regulate and govern hawkers and ped- 
dlora in such mannor aa may bo deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Thoreforo, tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria onacts aa fol- 
lows 

1. The Hawkers and Poddlora Numbering 
By-law. 1893 (No. HG), is hereby repealed, and 
tho following by-law substituted therefor : 

2. Evory Huwkor or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within tho limits of tho C.ty of Vic- 
toiia shall pay a licenso feo of 520 for evory six 
mouths, as provided by tho Rove uuo By-law, 
1893. 

3. Every Hawker or Pi ddler licensed undor 
tho Revenue By-law, 1893. shall-at tho timo cf 
lho Ibsuo of his lirenso receive from tho Col- 
lector a plato bearing a numbor, which shall 
bo affixed on a prominent p'aco on tho outsido 
of his wagon, cart g - oiher vohiclq or basket;, 
or othor recoptaolo for carrying or conveying 
his gooil*. wares of merchandise, and said 
plate shall remain thereon during tho period 
for which the licenso i3 granted, or in caso 
moro than ono basket or other receptacle is 
carried by the licensee, then tho plate shall bo 
attachod to ono of such baskets o? other re- 
ceptacles, and auch plate Bhall be returned to 
tho Codec or at tho expiration of the term iH 
tho liconso, and may bo roissuod by him. 

4. Any porson convicted of a breach of this 
by-law shall forfeit an! pay at tin discretion 
of the convicting magistrate a ponalty not ex- 
ceeding tho sum of fifty dollars for each offenco 
oxcluaivo of costs, and in do'ault of payment 
of tho said ponalty nnd costs forthwith tho 
said penalty and costs or costs only may bo 
levied by distress and salo of tho goods and 
chattols of the ofl'onelor, and lin caso of thero 
being no distress found out o' which such pon- 
alty can bo levied tho convicting magistrate 
may commit tho offender to tho common jail 
of tho city o( Victoria, with or without hard 
labor, for any period not exceeding ono calen- 
dar month unless the said penalty and costs bo 
aoonor paid.

History Uepentcd llHclf, 
for when these arks of rtfugo tirsi appeared, 
and the ranchers were invited to pu'j their 
(locks and their herds aboard, and to c una 
themselves with their families, many relusod 
because they would not believe that 
so grout a II jod could come thus 
suddenly upon thin. Most of the 
live stock fiom Nicomeu island has 
been landed upon Suuias mountain, directly 
across the river, and about twelve hundred 
feet high ; so that, while climbing its ateep 
sides is a matter of no little difficulty, and 
the pasturage to be reached with Lhis great 
effort is not of the most nutritious nature, 
there is at leaBt no apprehension cauBod by 
the probability of u further riso. Arouud 
the baBo of tho mountain tho ranchers have 
established camps, where they have pitched 
tents or improvised other means of tempor- 
ary shelter. 

Shortly above tho head of Nicomon island 
tho towu of Chilli waok, on the right ascend- 
iug bank, is reached. There tho steamboat 
landing is altogether bubmerged, but the 
tops of the mooring posts are still out of the 
water, bo that vessels continue to tie up 
there.

The loss of their crops will not nearly ap 
proaoh the limit of tho disaster to tho 
ranchers. Though they have saved thn 
greater part of their stock, comparatively 
few had a stock of fodder laid by, and aa the 
pasturugo on tho foothills to which they 
have been romo*-^,! is quite insufficient, it is 
a necessity that feed for the cattle should be 
promptly forthcoming. In the meantime 
the stock are fulling off in condition, and 
tho dairying returns for the next fow months 
will bo greatly diminished in oonstquence. 
Theu thoro will bo, following tho subsidence 
of the Hood, a swarm of mosquitoes, which 
will bo harass the cattle that their condition 
will bo very seriously affected. In the next 
place, wlieu tho water subsides there will 
yot be time to put in certain root and other 
crops which will come to sullicient per- 
fection to form at leayt fodder for Btock, but 
the ranchers have already laid out bo 
much money for Boed and for labor in 
sowing the crops now under water, that 
their financial resources are for the time 
being very limited. Assistance in the wuy 
of seed would therefore be very timely. 
Another eou ce of anxioty with them is the 
mortgage indebtedness upon many of their 
farms, espic'atl; in the dyked sections, 
where most of the settlers are now bt ginucrs 
and have incurred liabilities in connic.ion 
with the dykii g and with rquipping the 
lacda tli U5 saved, which have marie strict 
economy necessary in order to effect the 
annual decrease in their liabilities which has 
boon going on. Some of them appear to 
have apprehensions that their creditors, 
who hitherto have had no cause for un- 
easinese, may tuke ularm because of the 
flood and press for settlement, with the re- 
sult that they may have to part with their 
furms. Tho welcome news that tho Pro- 
vincial government . 1ms taken prompt 
measures for tho rolief of the ranchers, in 
addition to the sending of steumera for the 
removal of their stock, has allayed much of 
their anxiety aa to the future. 

The Wreck Described. 
Tho ateamer Premier on Sunday evening 
brought over ISO paBsengei'8 from the 
Mainland, about two-thirds of whom were 
travellers bound to points on the Sound, 
San Francisco or intermediate points, who 
had been delayed at tho break on tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway. These had been loft 
at Kuby Creek by the parry who arrived the 
previous day, as tho first steamer could not 
tiring dowu the river all who were waiting 
for transportation. They came down on the 
Kithet and expected to be landed at VYhar- 
uook, as the pasaengors by tho Transfer had 
on the previous day, but on the arrival of 
tho steamer at that point it was found that 
the further rise of tho river had made a diy 
ding impossible, and — which settled the 
business — the submersion of the track had 
prevented tho special train which should 
have mot tho steamer from reaching Whar- 
uock with its load of east-bound passengers 
who intended to take to the river route 
thoro. Both train und steamer had there- 
fore to make for Westminster, wlieuco the 
travellers proceeded overland to Vancouver, 
where the Premier was in waiting. 
Though her advertised timo of depar- 
ture lor Victoria is now 12 o'clock, it waB 
.'!:.'!!) p.m. boforo the pasaengera und the 
great quantity of niuila and baggago wore 
on board, and a start was mauo for Vic- 
toria, Hero the City of Kingston hud been 
held for a couple of hours for the accommo- 
dation of tho many who wished to proceed 
by her en their journey to the Sound. Tho 
passengers who stayed in Victoria havo the 
same praiso as thoBe who preceded them 
here, for the manner in which tho C. P. R 
people looked after them during their do 
tention, and they confirm the report already 
receiver) ws to the extent of tne damage to 
the road. 

"Tho first obstruction we met with," 
said ono of these passengers, "was in the 
Kicking llorao pass, where a transfer cuu ed 
hy a break of a few hundred yards hud lo be 
m ule. Proceeding, we next came t i a full 
stop at the bndgo across the Columbia 
river, about a mile and u half this side oi 
Revelstoko, which appeared to be in immin- 



ent danger of destruction. If the rifer had 
raised just a littlo more it would have car- 
ried the bridge uwiy bodily, und it was con- 
stantly threatened by tho (bating timbers 
which iu quick succession struck it with a 
deafening crash. At Revelstoke tho train 
upon which wo came was consolidated with 
the three trains ucjuniulated there. About 
twenty miles below Revelstoke we arrived 
at the scene of the mud slides, resistless in 
i heir force and n niai luiblo in their charac- 
ter. It would naturally be supposed thut 
these bliles were from hills in tho immediate 
vicinity ot the track, but tins was not the 
case. They bad their oi igiu not loss than 

Four Miles Prom I he Itallnny 
lino, und proceeded with tho terrible forco 
of thn avulunches of enow which, as wo havo 
so ofton hoard, havo rushed down a moun- 
tain side, uorosa a wide valley und far up 
thu opposite slope. Tho hills over which 
these slides approached woro not sleep, tho 
angle of descent being not more than 
twenty-live degrees. Tho first slide, which 
covered the truck for nearly half a mile, 
was sooped out, the rails being straightened 
and made us secure us could be hastily 
done.

Instead of cutting a second 
channel, a now trench was laid over the 
freshly -formed embankment.

The hugo timbers nf tho line have been 
broken into matchwood, and a collision could 
not result in a greater muaa of splinters. 

"Approaching tho Nicola bridge tho train 
ran through two or two and a half feet of 
water. A couple of epaus of tho bridgo had 
boon carried away, and the spuce had been 
hastily filled with piling, over which a tem- 
porary track had been laid for our train. 
In this work a large gang ot men had been 
engaged for about thirty -six hours, working 
up to their waists in cold water. We uptut 
two and a- half days at Revelstoke. und had 
tho whole town grub struck. Two curs of 
cattle which arrived on their way to the 
coust were at once bought up, but previ- 
ously every cow and pig in tho pluco had 
been slaughtered for our me Our journey 
by rail was effectually stopped two milee 
below Hopo, though the currying away of 
the Agassi/, bridge, and beyond that point 
the condition of the truck is such that, in 
my opinion, it cannot be mudo pansub'.e 

For a Mouth or Hlx Weeks 

" It has boen simply obliterated by tho 
Eraser river, and only tho topa of the tele- 
graph poles are left to show where the rail- 
wuy was. The heat in that locality is in- 
tense. The thermometer was up to 93 de- 
grees when we were ut Yale, and whilu this 
coit'iuues there will be an immeuso 
rush of water from tho moun- 
tains. Not only the railroad but 
the wngin roads us well havo been rend- 
ered impassable. We heard that tho gov- 
t. umout bridge at A'dicroft, tho well known 
"suspension bridge," wus in imminent 
danger, tho left end going up being badly 
broken, with the chances tjiut the whole 
bridgo would bo swept away. Two-thirds 
of tho oil Cariboo ro»d are undor water." 

S. Tingley, manager of the British Col- 
umbia Express Company at Ashcroft, who 
urrived in Victoria on Sunday, confirms tho 
report of t ho destruction of the suspension 
bridge, and states thut among othora car- 
ried away uro tho Suvonu briugo aud 
Sponce's bridge, while tho Alexandriu bridgo 
is partly gone.
